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the general rule is stated, and then follow the topics under each rule, 
stated formally, with the case or cases illustrating the principle 
beneath. Additional authorities, English as well as American, 
are cited in the notes, which together with the references given in 
the opinions of the cases which appear in full, afford ample oppor- 
tunity for further investigation. An index is given, both of the 
cases reported and of the principles illustrated. The chief value 
of the collection lies in the arrangement, and the care which has 
been exercised in the choice of cases. 

Illustrative Cases in Domestic Relations. By James Paige. Price, 
$4.00. 

This volume on Domestic Relations covers about 470 pages, 
and is bound in cloth. The subject is taken up in an orderly fash- 
ion, dealing first with Husband and Wife, followed in order by 
Parent and Child, Guardian and Ward, and Infancy. The subject 
of Master and Servant, which has usually been deemed a branch 
of this same subject, is considered as falling more properly under 
the heading of Torts, and hence will appear with the cases on that 
subject. The cases have been chosen without discrimination as to 
State, and, besides many leading cases, the addition of more recent 
decisions brings the law up to date. Where there is a difference 
of opinion as to the law, cases are given on both sides, and at the 
close of each case are citations in support of the doctrine there 
laid down. This book will be found of particular value to the 
student, whether in an office or law school, and whether studied in 
connection with the text-book or not, and it will always be a handy 
and helpful addition to his working library as a practitioner.
